Reasons For Allowance 

The present invention is a method for controlling variable inlet guide vanes on the 
compressor of a gas turbine engine, the method including a provision for changing vane 
opening/closing schedules under certain conditions. Vane control systems with means 
for changing vane positioning schedules are in fact known in the prior art. None of the 
references of record however show or fairly suggest a system which operates according 
to the claimed method characterized by a normal mode vane opening/closing schedule, 
an alternative mode vane opening/closing schedule having vane settings more closed 
than the normal schedule for low compressor speeds, and a provision for rapidly moving 
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the vanes from the more closed settings of the altemative mode schedule to settings 
more open than those of the normal mode when accelerating the engine from low power 
levels. The claimed guide vane control method is therefore considered patentable over 
the art of record.
